McGill to Begin 
, Training For 
Student Officers 

The extension committee dis- 
closed today that McGill University 
will train students in the evening 
for the Canadian armed forces. 
Several of these courses start this 
evening, the rest will begin next 
week. The first lecture in one of 
the courses, "Mathematics Prépara 
tory Xor Armed Services and 
Equivalent," will be given by Dr. 
Bruce Ross in the Chemistry Build- 
ing tomorrow night at 7.30. 

All officers and non-commission 
ed officers may attend these courses 
by paying one dollar, which is re- 
turnable if they are moved out of 
the area by January 1. There are 
30 or more courses in all, a large 
number of which are tied in with 
Canada's war effort. 

Instruction Is available in Rus- 
sian, French, English, Spanish, Ger- 
man and possibly Japanese. Due 
to the illness of Dr. Victor Bar- 
beau, his lectures on "French-Can' 
adian Literature" have been can- 
ceUed.

Wednesday and Friday 

McGill's record of sixty-nine Annual Sports Days will be 
broken this year as the colourful series of sporting events planned 
for this coming Friday have been postponed. 

As is commonly known Sports Day at McGill means the 
eancellation of all lectures of all faculties for one day in order 
Uiat all students interested will have ample, opportunity to take 
part, in a large number of athletic events. These run from low 
hurdles, , the short sprints and . mile and three mile runs to the 
field competitions in shot put^'diseus, pole vault, high jump, broad 
}ump and javelin. To a great number of the male students, and 
to all the co-cds, this means little more than an extra-long week- 
Mid, but for a great many it is the chance to vie their flcetncss 
Mlh: èacHtpthà'linlanfôtits^^ exhibition. 

-«LECTURES AS USUAL 

To the first group of the above* 
mentioned it will come, no doubt, 
u a great shock to learn that there 
will be no Sports Day at McGlU 
this year. Lectures will be as 
usual on Friday. But for the latter 
group disappointment will not be 
so keenly felt Nearly all the events 
originally scheduled for Friday will 
be run off next week on Wednes- 
day and Friday afternoons at S.IS- 
6.00 p.ni. Wednesday (Oct, 21) will 
see the mile, lOO-yard dash, the 
440, fhot put and broad jump run 
off. On Friday (Oct. 23) competi- 
tion will be resumed with respect 
to the 220-yard dash, the eso-yard 
run, the high Jump, discus and 120 
low hurdles. Scoring In these 
events will be as originally pro- 
posed, with all those turning out 
gaining points for their company in 
the C.O.T.C., and those placing in 
each event getting extra points de- 
pendent on their position. An these 
points are added to the company 
totals in Intercompany competition. 

Also cancelled will be the An- 
nual Intercompany Golf Tourney 
which was likewise scheduled for 
Friday. This tournament, general- 
ly very successful, was slated for 
the Hampsteed Fairway* at 9 a.m., 
and it is doubtful It any other suit- 
able arrangements can be made, 

BEASOIfS FOB CANCELLATION 
The reasons for the cancellation 
of the Sports Day are sober enough. 
They revolve about the fact that 
the University authorities are do- 
ing their utmost to co-operate with 
the Government wherever possible. 
In this connection it was decided 
that since there we now recognized 
by the Dominion only six legal 
holidays, none of which happens 
to be called Sports Day, the Uni 
verslty would forego that holiday 
in order that a maximum of time 
could be spent at lectures. In this 
manner the students would not be 
taking advantage of the special 
privileges granted them in allow- 
ing them to attend the' University 
Instead of doing other vital war 
work.

• There are many types of touch 
rugby, but the game being used for 
Inter-Company competition is prob 
ably the simplest form. Running, 
forward passhig and kicking are 
featured. The game can be learned 
in a few minutes by any one not 
already familiar with It. There Is 
lots of action and each player has 
an equal chance to kick, pass and 
run. ' 

No special clothing or equipment 
Is necessary, either a gym suit or 
old clothes may be worn. , ' 
TOUCH RUGBY BULES 

1. A team consists of ten (10 
men), but more or less may play if 
mutually agreed upon by the teams. 
Any number of substitutes may be 
used. 

2. The game shall consist of two 
halves of 20 minutes each, with 5 
minutes Intermission between 
halves. One team shall have choice 
of ends and the other choice of 
kicking oft or receiving. Teams 
shall change about for second halt 

S. The ball shall be put into play 
by a place kick, drop kick or punt 
from the 40 yard line at the be- 
ginning of each half. 

4. Scoring: 

(a) Touchdown— 5 points is scor 
ed when a team carries the ball 
across the opponents' goal line or 
completes • forward pats over the 
goal line. 

(b) Field Goal— 3 points Is scored 
when a drop kick or place kick 
from the field goes over opponents' 
goal above the cross bar and be- 
tween the posts. 

<c) Rouge— Ipohit Is scored when 
a kicked ball touches the ground 
behind an opponent's goal line or 
when an opponent in possession of 
the ball is tagged behind his goal 
line. 

5. Except after a score, whenever 
the baU is declared dead, it shaU

ball in play by a punt, drop kick 
or place kick, all members of his 
team being onside until the ball has 
been kicked. The receiving team 
must remain at least ten (10) yards 
from the kicker. Penalty— 5 yards. 

6. The ball shall be kicked off by 
each member of a team in turn. 
Penalty— 10 yards.

player In possession is tagged by 
an opponent, runs out of bounds, 
or drops the ball, also after an In- 
completed forward pass or when a 
kicked ball is not caught, or when- 
ever the ball touches the ground 

8. When the ball Is declared dead, 
it shall be put in play at that point 
by a free kick. After an Incom- 
pleted forward pass, the ball shall 
be kicked again from point where 
pass was made.

MIX MARTIAL AND MARITAL 

An army camp is an uncertain 
place to take a bride. 

Lieut-CoL W. R. Orton left that 
counsel with RO.T.C men when he 
told them last week that - Uvlng 
quarters are iO° cramped at train' 
Ing centers that even if a couple 
should try to estebUsh a home. It 
usuaUy must be miles from camp. 
Officers cannot do Justice to their 
men or to a home when their time 
is divided between camp and ■ 
bride 30 miles away. 

Although it was prospective mllt 
tary officers who were advised 
against marriage before they, aro 
sent to their first staUon and know 
wbat'IsituiiUons they will meet th» 
quiâu«î*%t "I do" exchanges often 
rises for other students. 

Most persons recommend "after,' 
except the young folks themselves, 
as the leap in marriage licenses at> 
tests. But neither are post-war 
marriages so steble as measured tiy 
divorce steUstlcs, as those contract- 
ed during normal peacetime.' 

A recent study by Dr. Harvey T. 
Locke, sociologist at Indiana tml- 
verslty, on the effect of war and 
post-war marriages shows some as 
pects of the problem. His article 
wiU be published soon in Sociology 
and Social Research, published by 
the sociology department at the 
University of Southern California. 

Concerned principally with 
"hasty marriages" — those which 
have not been planned for what is 
considered a nonnal period In 
peacetime— Dr. Locke pointe out 
that the inuninenee of war Is re- 
flected In an immediate, although 
temporary, acceleration of the mar- 
riage' rate. Such marriages do not 
result in the osteblishment of 
homes, and there la ' no more cis- 
ordlnaUon of habite than develops 
on the level of courtship, he says. 

Other factors of a has^ marriage 
that mar the probabiUtles of har- 
monious acquaintance and engage- 
ment is shortened; the process of 
adjustment is made doubly hard or 
impossibte when the couple Is re- 
united, biecause the romanUe aura 
fades duriiig separeU6n; the excess 
of women during a post-war period 
means that aome^ wiU^/'fall In love" 
with ana^mîiny}men ^Ëy^^ 
not have attracted IJi^^^^^nîuy 
peacetinie; and manyjc g^ My en- 
gaged during the^jjraj^xw^^utter-

UARVESTINO. OR HOW TO WIPE 
THE SCOWL OFF YOUR 
FABBIEB'8 FACE 

In the first place, wheat Is a plant 
which- grows in the ground. It 
grows to various heights, depend- 
ing upon a variety of reasons. 

The wheat grows fk)r several 
months— usually during tho sum- 
mer. In the autumn it fruits. These 
fruito are not as big as apples but 
are smaller. They grow on the top 
of the wheat plant and droop. There 
are about 40 of them to each plant 
and each of them te covered with a 
shcU. Inside the sheU Is the fruit. 
The fruit te the only part of the 
wheat which te valuable and te 
sometimes caUed the grain. The 
frxiit— or the grain— is made up of 
a sheU and fruit When the sheU 
te taken off the fruit you fbid a 
grain which conteins flour for the 
makhig of bread and buns; If you 
are lucky some of the grabi may 
contain flour with which you can 
make pies. 

Wheat grows on acres. An acre 
is a piece of land aU about the same 
stee. There are about 20,000 wheats 
to each acre. , As each wheat con- 
tebis 40 grates' or fruite there are 
approximately 800,000 grains to an 
acre. Each grain conteins about 
four ounces of flour, the rest beteg 
shell. Ttm there are about 200,000 
pounds of flour to an acre or 100 
tons. As the average farm contains 
about i.OOO acres that makes a 
pretty heavy load for one man. That 
te why we are going to help.
